requested a copy. In total it has cost 
her $116 for a total of 116 pages. 

However, a parks and recreation 
employee did xerox a few pages for 
her at 10 cents a copy. 

Mrs. Ellis said further that she 
believes the $1 charge is illegal as 
the state code, section 6257 reads, 
effective January 1, 1976: ‘“‘A 
request for a copy of an identifiable

copy of such record, shall be 
accompanied by payment of a 
reasonable fee or deposit esta- 
blished by the state or local 
provided such fee shall not exceed 
ten cents per page or the prescribed 
statuatory fee where applicable.”’

10 cents a page. 

Charles Post III, Placentia City 
Attorney, said he has had no request 
from a barely formed city council for 
information on the matter. Mayor 
De Jesus stated this week however, 
that his request for a legal brief on 
the subject will be forthcoming to 
the City Attorney immediately. 

Post added that the subject of 
xeroxing costs has been raised in 
staff meetings and that it was 


decided to go along with a $1 fee.

The .fee for sale of 
xerox copies shall be as follows: $1 
for first copy of original and $.50 for 


justification for this is the fact that 
staff time is involved in looking up 
records and that this can be an 
expense. The rest of the fee would 
be based on this premise. 

Mrs. Ellis said however, that she 
has been doing her own reserarch 
and that all that has been required is 
for someone to xerox the actual 
material. Her endeavors have 
covered such items as city funds 
spent for expenses by City 
Administrator Edwin Powell and 


telephone calls made out of various 
public buildings. 

Post added that the decision at 
staff level had been based some 
what on a survey of other Orange 
County city xeroxing fees made by 
Frank Dunnavant, the city’s 
Director of Finance. 

Dunnavant, who is currently at 
work on the city budget, said the 
figures were not immediately 
available, but that the city of Brea 
charges $1 each for the first three 
pages and SO cents a page thereafter 
for some items, such as police and 
accident reports. However, general 
xeroxing costs 25 cents a page. 

He said that a fee revision 
proposal will be brought before the 
city council soon but did not indicate 
whether xeroxing would be included 


ge said that it would not 
be practical to place a xerox machine 
in the public area at City Hall 
“*because there is such a low volume 
of demand for the service. It 
wouldn’t work.’’ The xerox machine 
at City Hall is considerably removed 
from the public as is the one at the 
police facility. 

A xerox just across the mall in the 
Placentia Library building is so well 
used that board members report that 
at 10 cents a copy, it makes sufficient 
profit to allow the library all its own 
xeroxing at no cost. 

Dunnavant, however, said that 
that was a different situation 
because no staff time would be 
required for the public to xerox 
pages of books from the shelves.

What do you do with a Heritage 
Home that 1,726 of participating 
voters have said they want saved 
even at taxpayers expense of 9,946 
ballots have denied city council 
this privilege? 

That is a quandry which will be 
brought before the new city council, 
possibly at its next meeting. 

With a 220 no vote margin, do you 
try to save the house at no expense to 
the taxpayer? 

The Bradford House is one home. 
There are other heritage homes 
currently in the spotlight. One in a 
neighboring city is the bright yellow 
Victorian Cottage which has been 
moved onto the grounds which will 
serve as an arboretum on the 
campus at Cal State Fullerton. 

The Heritage House will be 
dedicated Saturday and Sunday, 
May 1S and 16. There will be special 
ceremonies and tours are open to the 
public. This building will serve as an 
office for the arboretum into which 
the city of Fullerton will expend 
$700,000 in funding over a three 
year period. 

But city money was not spent for 
the house, which had to be 
purchased, unlike the Bradford 
House which was a gift from 
Bradford family members. Purchas- 
ing and refurbishing has cost more 
than $100,000 with Friends of the 
Arboretum picking up half of the 
cost and the North Orange County 
Board of realtors the other $50,000. 
Sizeable amounts, 

The city of Placentia already owns 
the Bradford House, a fact which 
may not always be true. Members of 
the Bradford family, according to 
nonagenda conversation at the last 
city council meeting, are recom- 
mending that it be turned over to Cal 
State Fullerton for use of dignitaries 
visiting the campus from far off 
places on a limited time span. A kind 
of a Placentia Hilton for visiting 
VIP’S. Details will be forthcoming 
later but the city apparently would 
no longer own the home. Cal State 
Fullerton would, assuming the 
expense of it also. 

The list of houses in use in 
connection with public places, would 
no doubt be endless. One that comes 
to mind is the former home of E. 
Manchester Boddy, owner-editor of 
the old Los Angeles Daily News. It is 
called Hopitality House and is the 
focal point of the 16S-acre Descanso 
Gardens which at one time was the 
Boddy estate. It is in La Canada. 

There is no charge for viewing the 
gardens, an array of color in the 
spring months, boasting over 
100,000 camellia plants, in a natural 
California Live Oak forest. 

The house, which is of 1939 
vintage, is being put to a variety of 
uses. Twelve art exhibits are hung 
each year on the walls. Various 
classes are conducted in a 
modernized kitchen which boasts a 
wall of plants. The kitchen also is 
used to cook and serve groups in the 
adjoining dining room. Other rooms 
have been rearranged to accommo- 
date regular meetings. Upstairs are, 
the offices of the Descanso Gardens. 
Guild, Inc. 

Many improvements in the 
gardens have been donated. For 
those who appreciate a four-acre 
rose garden the flowers will be in 
bloom this week end or the next. 
Hours at Descanso are 9 to 5 daily 
and admission is free.

Decision Imminent 


On PUSD-YL Merger 


Whether the schools of Yorba 
Linda will ever merge with those of 
the Placentia Unified School 
District, will be decided in the very 
near future, it was indicated here 
Monday night. 

Spearking as the one strong 
supporter of the merger, PUSD 
Board of Trustees vice president, 
John Balducci, presiding over the 
Monday night board meeting, 
pressed for an immediate PUSD 
staff position paper on _ the 
annexation. 

He was overruled, however, by 
other members of the board, who 
expressed the opinion that the 
Fullerton Union High School Board 
(which serves Yorba Linda in a high 
school capacity) might take some 
kind of action at their Tuesday night 
meeting, making any further 
conversation on the topic impracti- 
cal. 

Balducci also furthered interest in 
pursuing special legislation from the 
state which might solve the financial 
problems in the complex triangle 
merger. 

Discouraging other PUSD trus- 
tees was a PUSD staff document in 
which Superintendent of Schools, 
John O. Tynes outlined some of the 
problems that might have to be 
surmounted in effecting such a 
merger. 

The plan is for the Yorba Linda 
District to join the PUSD and leave 
the Fullerton District. 

Among items listed were: 

(1) PUSD cannot afford the 
phase-in program which was a 
condition advanced both by the 
County Department of Education 
and the FUHSD staff, as it would 
have a very serious monetary effect 
upon our existing programs if we 
were to pay the difference in the cost 
of educating students which exists 
between the two districts. 

(2) To upgrade the services and 
give the support personnel to the 
Yorba Linda Elementary School 
District that now exists in the 
Placentia Unified School District 
would also be an additional cost 


which we feel we cannot afford with 
our present base revenue. 

(3) After studying the master plan 
of the Yorba Linda School District we 
feel that the cost of improving their 
plants, which would have to come 
from our general fund, would 
greatly endanger the level of 
support we give to our sites. There is 
no question in my mind that if the 
annexation were approved, there 
would be an instant demand for this 
improvement to take place. 

(4) The site owned by FUHSD 
which they wish to sell to us at fair 
market value (whatever that means) 
is not in a location that would benefit 
us at this time. It is too close to El 
Dorado: High School. 

(S) We feel that no exchange of 
personnel could take place without 
careful screening to see if the 
expertise of their certificated and 
classified employees matches the 
needs of our student population. 

(6) Due to the rural country living 
philosophy of the Yorba Linda 
community that comprises their 
school district, we feel that we would 
have a substantial increase in 
transportation costs if we were to 
follow the policy of the PUSD of 
busing student where there are 
inadequate sidewalks and other 
safety problems. 

(7) Since this discussion has been 
going on we have found no 
enthusiastic acceptance of the idea 
from the patrons of either PUSD or 
the Yorba Linda School District. 

PUSD Trustee Dr. William Yates 
also pointed out that he was 
disappointed with the letter received 
from the Yorba Linda Board. 

This correspondence was in reply 
to communication from PUSD that 
the Yorba Linda board had not as yet 
filed their formal petition for 
annexation. 

Paul Armstrong, president of the 
Yorba Linda Board, stated in the 
letter that his board believes that 
each of the three school systems 
should present a package simultan- 
eously to the County Sunerintendent

Newfoundland Letter 


Katherine M. Murphy, Secretary, 
Placentia Area Historical Society 
Dear Katherine Murphy: 

I have received a copy of your 
letter of March 15, 1976 from Betty 
Mead of the Placentia Courier. I was 
very pleased to receive this letter 
and I will see if I can be of any help to 
you. 

I am sending you a brochute that 
was published for the dedication of 
our new Civic Center. In this you will 
find a brief history of Placentia and 
some old pictures. There is also later 
information given. Also enclosed 
you will find a map of our city, 
published in 1973. On the reverse 
side you will find a smaller map that 
shows the location of Placentia in 
regard to other cities. While the map 
shows the City it does not show the 
boundaries of our school district. 
The District is much larger than the 
City, taking in part of Fullerton, 
Anaheim and Yorba Linda. The 
District extends eastward to Orange 
County’s east line that you can 
locate on the small map. Before 
incorporation, the Community of 
Placentia extended westward as far 
as State College Boulevard. Some of 
our neighboring cities made some 
land grabs. On this enclosure you 
will also find other information, such 
as the number of schools, churches, 
etc. 

Weare limited as to small items of 
historical interest that we can send 
you. However, I am sending you 
some box labels which are now 
collector’s items. Some are quite 
valuable. For many years citrus fruit 
was shipped in wooden boxes. 
Labels were pasted on the end of the 
boxes to designate quality of fruit 
and the packing house that shipped 
it. A number of years ago the 
wooden boxes gave way to paper 
cartons. This was the end of the 
labels. At one time we had five 
packing houses in Placentia but we 
now have only two. And most of the 
fruit for these houses comes from 
outside Placentia. Subdivisions, 
shopping centers, and industry have 
pushed out the citrus groves. You 
will note there are two labels from 
the Yorba District. This district joins 
Placentia on the east and is in our 
School District. 

I am also enclosing a picking ring, 
also a collector’s item. In years gone 
by a packing house might get an 
order for so many oranges of a 
certain size. So the picking ring was 
used to measure the orange before it 
was picked. You will note there is a 
small ring and a large ring together. 
The small one was for holding, the 
large one to determine the size. You 
will also notice a figure stamped on 
the ring. This is known as the size of 
the orange. It indicates the number 
of oranges of that size that will be 
contained in a packed box. The 
practice now is to pick all the fruit 
from a tree at the same time and the 
grading for size is done in the 
packing house by rolling the fruit 
down a special table with different 
size openings for the fruit to fall 
through. The grading for quality is 
all done by hand. In early days each 
orange was hand wrapped in tissue 
paper before packing. Now the fruit 
is run through a liquid sealer for 
protection. As soon as I can have 
some copies made I will send you a 
few pictures showing a young citrus 
grove, harvesting citrus, the interior 
of a packing house, what a section of 
Placentia looked like from the air 
some fifteen years ago. And of 
course I will include a picture of 
Sarah Jane McFadden. 

Sarah Jane Earl was born in New 
London, Ohio, January 22, 1846. She 
later came to Alameda, California 
where she met and married William 
M. McFadden December 18, 1866. 
She came to Placentia in 1869 with 
her daughter Carrie. She died 
August 18, 1908. 

William McFadden was born in 
Pittsburg, Penn. February 19, 1840 
and came to San Francisco in 1864. 
He came to Placentia in 1868 and in 
1869 he bought, with his brother, 
100 acres on what is now the S.W. 
corner of Placentia Ave. and Yorba 
Linda Boulevard. He built a small 
four room house, hand dug, with the 
aid of his brother, a well four feet 
square and 137 feet deep for water. 
He then sent for his wife and 
daughter. He died July 21, 1902. 
You will find more about Mr. 
McFadden in the brochure. If you 
wish more information about the 
family 1 would suggest you write 
Mrs. Paul Brower, 1829 Valencia 
Ave., Placentia, California 92670. 
He father was Will McFadden, a son 
of William and Sarah McFadden. 

I might introduce myself before 
telling more about Placentia. I am 
George G. Key. My mother came to 
California in 1869 at the age of 
seven. It took her eight months by ox 
drawn covered wagon. Mother lived 
in Placentia for a short time before 
moving to Pasadena. Father came to 
Los Angeles, California, in 1882 
from Ontario, Canada. It took him a 
week by train. Father also moved on 
to Pasadena where he met and 
married my mother in 1886. They 
came to Placentia in 1893 where my 
father was the superintendent of the 
110 acre Southern California 
Semi-Tropical Fruit Company until 


\ 


1900. (See enclosed map) I tame to 
this ranch in 1896. It took me nine 
months via the ‘‘Stork Route’. I 
believe I am the second oldest 
person born in Placentia still living 
here, and I believe my wife is the 
third oldest. Oscar Carlson, | 
believe, is the oldest. There are six 
or eight people I can name who were 
born in Placentia who are older and 
still living, but not in Placentia. 

On the enclosed map I have 
marked, with red ink, the 100 acre 
ranch bought by the McFaddens in 
1869. It was located on the S.W. 
corner of what is now Placentia 
Avenue and Yorba Linda Boulevard. 
(Yorba Linda Blvd. was developed in 
the last few years) A little red dot in 
the N.E. corner of the ranch shows 
where the McFaddens first little 
home was located. The red X shows 
where they built their large home in 
1888. This ranch is now covered by 
apartments and a large shopping 
center. 

Joining the McFadden ranch on 
the south, outlined in red, is the 
Southern California Semi-Tropical 
Fruit Company 110 acre ranch that 
was established in 1872 by Richard 
Gilman. In 1880 he planted forty 
acres of this ranch to Valencia 
oranges. This was the first 
commercial Valencia grove in the 
State of California. The red dot on 
the east end of the ranch marks the 
location of the home where I was 
born. We lived in this home until 
1898 when father built a large home 
on the twenty acre ranch he had 
bought in 1893. The University of 
California, Fullerton, includes the 
west end of the 110 acre ranch. 
Apartments cover the east end. 

The ranch father bought in 1893 
was located on the N.W. corner of 
what is now Placentia Avenue and 
Bastanchury Road. (Bastanchury 
has beer developed in the last few 
years.) The ranch is outlined in red. 
It is all now in homes except a little 
over two acres surrounding the red 
dot that marks the location of the old 
home. This is where my wife and | 
live. It is the next to oldest home still 
standing in Placentia. The oldest 
home is an adobe built by Juan 
Ontiveros in 1837. (See red dot on 
Crowther Avenue just west of 
Kraemer Boulevard.) 

For a number of years I have been 
establishing a museum on our ranch 
and in our home. As a service to the 
area I have tours of Scouts, 
Brownies, school classes and adult 
groups. (Come down and I will give 
you a tour) The old home has been 
entered in the National Register of 
Historical Places and negotiations 
are under way for the State and 
County to eventually take over the 
place for a public museum. You can 
see by the locations of the homes I 
have marked on the map that I was 
born and_ raised near the 
McFaddens. However, I cannot say I 
remember the senior McFaddens, 
but I did know all of the children 
quite well. (In speaking of the 
‘‘museum’’, I should mention that it 
includes the snow shoes and boots 
my brother used when he was a 
doctor working with your great Dr. 
Wilfred Grenfell in Newfoundland.) 

The ranch my father bought and 
developed to citrus was at the N.W. 
edge of the citrus area, and was at 
the beginning of the hill area. To the 
west and to the north for several 
miles the hill area was used for dry 
farming, for hay and grain, and the 
raising of sheep and cattle. The 
Wagners sheep ranch cornered 
father’s ranch. At one time the 
Wagners had as many as 15,000 
sheep. To the south and east of our 
ranch vineyards were giving way to 
walnuts and citrus. Citrus, mostly 
Valencias, gradually took over most 
of what today is the City of Placentia. 
Homes, shopping centers and 
industry have pushed out most of the 
citrus groves. After 1912 oil played 
quite a part in Placentia, being 
developed mostly on the outskirts to 
the north and east. Most of these 
wells are now gone. 

Development has brought many 
fine peopletto Placentia and it is still 
a fine place to live. But it is no longer 
the quiet, relaxing place I knew as a 
boy. Then every one knew everyone 
and stood ready to help if needed. I 
wonder what the next eighty years 
will bring. 

I am happy to know you are 
working to preserve your history. 
My advice is to work fast before it is 
too late. While I started collecting 
some fifteen years ago, it was almost 
too late. 

I should mention that in 1970 I 
wrote to the City of Placentia, 
Newfoundland and received a nice 
reply from Mr. Thomas O’Keefe, 
Town Clerk. He also sent some 
literature and a medallion from your 
300th anniversary. ! passed on to our 
local paper some of the information 
Mr. O’Keefe sent me. From his 
letter I understand you believe 
‘‘Placentia’’ means ‘‘a pleasant 
place’. This is the meaning we 
generally use here. 

Thank you for being interested in 
our City. I hope I have been of some 
help.
